BREATHE 
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DIVVY DATA SHOW POPULAR DESTINATIONS AND THE BUSIEST DAYS

T he busiest day for Divvy, Chi- 
cago’s blue bike-sharing pro- 
gram, was the July 4 holiday 
which was also smack in the middle of 
the Grateful Dead tour stop at Soldier 
Field. 

Data for 2015 released by Divvy late 
last week showed 24,814 rides were 
taken on July 4, setting a record for 
the most trips taken in a day accord- 
ing to a Divvy blog post. 

The day of the fewest trips was 
last year’s Super Bowl on Feb. 1, 2015, 
when there was a major snowstorm 
and only 143 Divvy trips taken. 

With 475 stations throughout the 
city, Divvy looked at which ones are 
the most popular destinations. The 


winner? Navy Pier. 

The station at Illinois Street and 
Streeter Drive near the entrance of 
Navy Pier topped the list of popular 
destination stations during the week 
and on the weekends. 

The rest of the weekday list centers 
around downtown. Think Union Sta- 
tion, Ogilvie Transportation Center 
and Millennium Park. On the week- 
ends, it’s all about the lakefront and 
the museum campus. 

Divvy riders took more than 3.2 mil- 
lion trips last year, which is a 30 per- 
cent bump up from 2014, the blog post 
noted. Divvy launched in June 2013. 

Data also found that the aver- 
age Divvy member— there are more 
than 31,000 annual members— takes 


83 trips a year. The average trip is al- 
most 2 miles and lasts nearly 17 min- 
utes, well below the 30 -minute mark 
when late fees start getting charged. 

This month, the annual membership 
fee increase kicked in, raising the cost 
$99, up from $75. The price of a 24- 
hour pass is $9.95. Divvy offers $5 one- 
year memberships to Chicagoans with 
income under 300 percent of the fed- 
eral poverty level. For example, a single 
person earning less than $35,310 a year 
can qualify for the one-time discount. 

This year, more bikes and stations 
are coming to Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and suburbs. 

Last month, the city announced 
an expansion into suburban Oak 
Park and Evanston as well as Chicago 


neighborhoods including Rogers Park 
on the North Side, Austin and Gar- 
field Park on the West Side and En- 
glewood, Burnside, Chatham, Great- 
er Grand Crossing and Brighton Park 
on the South Side. 

The expansion will increase the 
number of Divvy bikes to 5,700 and 
the number of stations in the Chicago 
area from 475 to 571. The expansion is 
planned for the summer, according to 
Divvy 

Last summer, Divvy added 175 new 
stations spreading out to 75th Street 
in South Shore to the south, Touhy 
Avenue in Rogers Park to the north 
and Pulaski Road in Little Village and 
Avondale to the west.

Moral symbols can ward 
off evil bosses, study says

Believe what you will about spells to ward off 
evil spirits, but new research describes an easy 
way to ward off evil bosses. 

Moral symbols — such as a religious poster 
hanging on a cubicle wall, or an ethically righ- 
teous quote embedded in the signature of 
an email— can keep employees from getting 
pulled into an employer’s dishonest business 
practices and can even discourage the em- 
ployees’ superiors from engaging in nefarious 
acts, according to researchers from North- 
western University’s Kellogg School of Man- 
agement and the University of North Caro- 
lina’s Kenan-Flagler Business School. 

Employees asked to fudge financials, help 
cover up a marital affair or participate in 
broad deceit of the kind exposed last year at 
Volkswagen, which admitted to cheating on 
emissions tests through a “defeat device” in 
its diesel engines, may feel forced to choose 
between their morals and their jobs. 

However, displaying moral symbols can 
offer protection against unethical requests — 
like wearing a necklace of garlic to guard 
against vampires, only based on scientific ob- 
servation, not fiction— according to the study, 
which is scheduled to appear in the Academy 
of Management Journal. 

“We want to empower people,” said Maryam 
Kouchaki, assistant professor of management 
and organizations at Kellogg, who co-wrote 
the study with Sreedhari Desai at UNC. 
“How can we behave such that we reduce 
these incidents and requests?” 

Kouchaki and Desai conducted five labora- 
tory tests and one survey to test their theory 
that exposure to moral symbols would reduce 
immoral behavior. 

In one study, 148 college students were 


asked to play a decision-making game with 
prize money at stake. Participants were told 
they would be paired with two other team 
members— Pat and Sam— whom they would 
meet via email. 

Some participants received an introduc- 
tory email from Pat that included the morally 
themed quotation: “Better to fail with honor 
than succeed by fraud.” Others got an email 
from Pat with no quotation, and none of the 
emails from Sam contained a quote. 

Each participant of Team 1 had to decide 
whether to send an honest or a deceptive mes- 
sage to Team 2 about whether a certain pay- 
ment method would result in the most money 
for Team 2— but with financial consequences 
for Team 1. The honest message would likely 
result in Team 1 losing $18, while the decep- 
tive message would result in Team 1 losing 
just $3. Team 1 also had to decide who would 
deliver the message. Neither Team 2 nor the 
messenger would ever know if the message 
was deceptive. 

The researchers found that participants 
were less likely to send a deceptive mes- 
sage if they had been exposed to Pat’s moral 
quote— 46 percent who had been exposed to 
the quote chose to send the deceptive mes- 
sage, versus 64 percent of people who had 
not been exposed to it. They also found that 
those who decided to send the deceptive mes- 
sage were far less likely to ask Pat to deliver it 
if they had received the moral quote— 23 per- 
cent of those who had received the quote sent 
Pat on the mission, versus 55 percent of those 
who had not. 

When participants were asked later what 
influenced their decisions, none said the 
emails had been a factor, suggesting the effect 
operates, in part, on a subconscious level.

Work hard, play hard 


Can suiting up on the court make you a better co-worker?

Having worked at the advertising firm for 
only a month, Kevin Cahalin joined the com- 
pany kickball team in hopes of getting to 
know everyone. 

With a staff size numbering in the mid-20s, 
the 28 -year-old content specialist at 88 Brand 
Partners said there were about 12 people, in- 
cluding himself, who participated on the team 
consistently; only a few didn’t sign up. 

“Several people wouldn’t actually play but 
would support and cheer us on from the side- 
lines,” the Lincoln Park resident said. “It was 
really inclusive and a lot of fun.” 

Cahalin said his favorite part came after the 


kickballs were put away for the night. 

“Everybody would go across the street to 
the bar after the game was done, and our boss 
would cover the first round of drinks and or- 
der some appetizers,” he said. “We’d be there 
for a few hours just drinking and socializing.” 

Joining an office sports team brings a whole 
new meaning to the adage “work hard, play 
hard.” Whether you’re a newly hired employ- 
ee or a seasoned office veteran, there may be 
benefits to teaming up with your peers out- 
side the workplace. 

Cahalin said the relationships he has with 
his colleagues have changed in a positive way 
and he credits that to the kickball team. 


“It allowed me to see my co-workers in 
an environment in which I may never have 
otherwise and gave me a better idea of what 
they’re like beyond our office walls,” he said. 
“That made it much easier and more comfort- 
able to work around one another in the office. 
Also, it’s fun to see your co-workers in shorts.” 

Chris Hastings, president of the Chicago 
Sport and Social Club, estimates that of the 
more than 6,000 teams the group helps orga- 
nize throughout the year, roughly 15 percent 
(800-900) are company teams. 

‘A lot of registration is first come, first serve, 
but if a company team has interest in a league, 
we allow them more time to register,” he said. 
“We give companies more flexibility because 
it may take longer to put a team together.” 


But does participating in office teams boost 
performance and morale in the workplace? 
Goran Kuljanin, assistant professor of indus- 
trial & organizational psychology at DePaul 
University doesn’t seem to think so. 

“If you’re doing a team-building activity 
without any goals— goals being derived from 
things like the development of communica- 
tion or problem-solving skills — then it’s hard 
for those activities to translate back to the 
workplace,” he said. 

“These activities have to translate to the 
systematic processes and teamwork done in 
the office. Without that strong linkage, it’s 
unlikely an employer will see performance 
improvements.” 

Kuljanin did, however, point out that there

has not been much research conducted to 
determine whether office sports teams im- 
prove communication, decision-making or 
co-worker bonding. 

“I think it definitely boosts morale in the 
workplace and gives people a sense of com- 
munity and belonging,” said McKenzie Ken- 
nedy, a business and systems integration con- 
sultant for Accenture. “You feel connected, 
like you’re not just one of many, and I think 
that translates into your work and improves 
company culture.” 

The 27-year-old Wicker Park resident has 
been the volleyball commissioner for her 
company’s indoor and outdoor volleyball 
leagues the past three years. She said that 
each season, between 60 and 100 people, 
including herself, participate in the league, 
which is composed of five coed teams that 
play six-on-six matches. 

‘Accenture subsidizes the cost to register 
and play so they pay half and we pay half, 
which is really great,” Kennedy said. “It gets 
people to participate and promotes an active 
lifestyle and team-building activities outside 
the workplace.” 

Michael Dufek, operations manager for 
NCSA Athletic Recruiting, is no stranger 
to the office sports culture. He works for a 
company that guides high school athletes and 
their families through the college recruiting 
process. He said there are a number of for- 
mer collegiate athletes and coaches on the 
staff who enjoy playing in the recreational 
leagues. 

“It’s great to take time away from work 
to have fun and compete with each other,” 
Dufek said. “We’re working as a team in and 
out of the office.” 

Dufek plays a big part in organizing his 
company’s sports teams, which include flag 
football, basketball, softball, dodgeball and 
more, and communicating with the Chicago 
Sport and Social Club— the city’s largest

In Iceland, it’s 
against the law to 
say something is the 
best. Against the law. 
In the U.S., some- 
times it seems like it’s 
against the law not to 
say something is the 
best. Insert every list 
about the best pizza/ 
burgers/beer/bed and 
breakfast/dandruff 
shampoo. And, of 
course, that we’re the 
world’s best country America {bleep} yeah 
and whatnot. 

In no way is it un-American for Oscar- 
winning documentarian Michael Moore 
(“Bowling for Columbine”) to spend most 
of “Where to Invade Next” focused on how 
many other (mostly European) countries have 
taken so-called American ideals and succeed- 


ed where our nation struggles. There should 
be some kind of million-dollar prize for 
people who can watch this without shaking 
their head, ’cause no one will be able to do it. 
“WTIN” uses a broad scope to make a devas- 
tating point: In several ways, quality of human 
life does not receive the same value in the U.S. 
as it does in many other countries. And the 
film doesn’t even get into gun control. 

Moore travels to Norway, where murderers 
in maximum security prisons have keys to 
their own cells and guards record an orien- 
tation video of them singing “We Are the 
World,” yet only 20 percent of inmates are 
arrested again (compared to 80 percent in 
the U.S.). He goes to a small town in France 
where kids eat well-prepared meals and learn 
how to share and take care of themselves. In 
Italy, executives ask, “What’s the point of be- 
ing richer?” as part of their happiness to pay 
employees for nearly two months of vacation 
and two-hour lunch breaks. Kids in Finland 


receive top-tier education despite being in 
school for a lot less time. Tunisia provides 
government-funded women’s health clinics 
and has conservative leaders who listen to the 
needs of the people. The list goes on and on 
and on. Meanwhile, Texas Gov Rick Perry’s 
response to the ineffectiveness of abstinence- 
based sex education, as seen through his state 
being among the leaders in teen pregnancy is, 
“No, it does work.” 

Yes, it’s going a little far to suggest these 
places as utopias. There are bigger conversa- 
tions, most of them financially related, that 


need to be had to have hope of change, no 
matter how effectively something appeals to 
emotions and level heads. But Moore taps 
into something infuriating by aligning illegal 
bank foreclosures and police brutality and 
really expensive education and really really 
expensive wars with the approaches that 
prevent these things from happening in some 
other places. “Where to Invade Next” may 
look at the world through a narrow lens, but 
it’s more than enough to feel sickened, if you 
weren’t already, about how much needs to get 
better, and a reminder that it could.
